We have for some time 
given considerable atten- 
tion to the subject of 
heating these small Green- 
houses most efficiently, 
and at the same time as 
economically as possible, 
and think we have satis- 
factorily solved the pro- 
blem by the introduction 
of these Patent Hot Water 
Apparatuses. 

They are perfectly free 
from smoke or odour of 
any kind, are quite port- 
able, and can be placed in 
the most convenient posi- 
tion in the house, and at 
any time readily removed 
if required to a more con- 
venient situation. They 
do not require any chim- 
neys, flues, or fixing, are 
perfectly safe, and are so 
simple in operation that 
they can, if necessary, be 
worked by a child. 

The pipes and boilers are 
filled with water, which 
becomes rapidly heated by 
the Stove, and circulates 
constantly through the 
apparatus, giving off its 
heat by radiation. 

The management of the 
Stove is just as simple as 
that of an ordinary table 
lamp. After being trimmed 
and lit they require no 
more attention for eighteen 
or twenty hours. The heat 
obtained from them is quite 
free from any injurious 
vapour, and will not in any 
way harm either vegetable 
or animal life, as the com- 
bustion of the flame is so 
perfect that no fumes of 
any kind are emitted. A 
moist heat can readily be 
obtained, if desired, by 
simply removing the cap 
through which the boiler 
and taps are filled. 
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No. 172.— Similar apparatus to No. 171, but much larger and more powerful. The 
stove is fitted with patent sliding tank, having two 3-inch improved moveable burners, 
and will burn for about 20 hours with once filling. The boiler is of special tubular 
construction, and in practical test has given a better result than ever before attained. 
The stove is fixed to the boiler by two screws, and as the boiler is fitted with sight 
hole on both sides, it can readily be reversed and made either right or left handed as 
desired. The stove and cast-iron mounts are black japanned, the boiler tubes and 
uprights being enamelled green or terra-cotta.

The stove is made of best 
sheet iron, black japanned, with ornamental cast-iron base, and fitted with patent 
sliding tank, two 4§-inch improved moveable burners, and will burn for about 15 hours 
with once filling. It is complete with brass unions, cast-iron spanner, &c.

The heat from these hot water apparatuses is uniform and completely under 
control, and it has the advantage of being more evenly distributed than the heat 
obtained from an ordinary stove, which is sometimes very local in character. 

They are manufactured of the best soft-coated iron plates, which is the best 
material possible except copper, and is much superior to galvanised iron. They are all 
carefully tested, and warranted sound, finished in the best manner, and, being 
enamelled green or terra-cotta with black mounts, have a very neat and attractive 
appearance. 

In conclusion, we may state that it is almost impossible for them to get out of 
order, and they will heat small greenhouses as thoroughly and efficiently as the most 
costly and complicated hot water system.
